Re: Audit of the Town of Hanover 
February 15, 1944 to February 18, 1945 
The 1944 tax commitment was found to be in agreement 
with the Assessor’s records.

REPORT OF SUPERINTENDENT OF SCHOOLS 


TO the Citizens of Hanover: 


The school census taken April 1, 1945, showed a total ot 
41 persons (21 boys and 20 girls) between the ages of five and 
twenty-one. This was eight more than the number reported the 
previous year. Under the new law which subsitutes a pupil 
enrollment subsidy for a school census grant, Hanover must 
expect a substantial decrease—perhaps as high as 25% in 
this part of its state subsidy next year. It is anticipated that 
the new payment will be at the rate of $3 for each child en- 
rolled in school on April 1, 1946, rather than $2.65, as in 
1945, for all individuals between five and twenty-one, whe- 
ther in school or not. This change has, however, been taken 
into account in figuring the proposed budget for coming 
school year. 


The expenses of the School Department in 1945 ran very 
close to the budget estimates adopted a year ago. There 
were, however, several additional, unexpected tuition 
charges necessary to care for families temporarily resident 
in the town for only part of the school year. 


The number of elementary school pupils next fall is ex- 
pected to remain very nearly at the present figure, 
but there has already been a decrease in the number of high 
school pupils due to several leaving their studies. 


The School Committee feels that the present arrange- 
ment of schooling the elementary pupils at Rumford Point 
should be continued. Financial conditions now are such as to 
make it extremely unwise to consider reopening the Han- 
over School. Furthermore, the shortage of trained, experi- 
enced teachers continues critical in the elementary field. 


It is expected that a new plan must be worked out for the 
transportation and schooling of next fall’s eighth grade pu- 
pils since the Rumford boys and girls of that level will pro- 
bably continue to be conveyed to the Stephens High building. 
That problem cannot be settled thus far in advanee, but will 
be carefully considered when it does arise. 
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The School Committee recommends that the Town again — 
appropriate $1,500.00 for the Sehool Fund Account. This 
will carry along for another year the benefits of the extra 
state money received for back conveyance a few years ago 
and should result in a small balance at the close of next year’s 
operations. An appropriation of $125.00 is also reeommended 
to continue the present policy of paying $5.00 weekly toward 
the overhead expenses of the Kimball Sehool hot lunch pro- 
ject. 


The continued cooperation of all concerned is sincerely 
appreciated.

To see what sum of money the town will grant 
and raise for the support of ¢schools, including teacher's 
wages, fuel, janitor services, lights, conveyance, tuition, text- 
books and school supplies. 


Art. 14.. To see what sum of money, if any, the town will 
erant and raise for the repair or improvement of schoolhouse 
and school grounds for the ensuing year. 


Art. 15. To see what sum of money, if any, the town will 
erant and raise for school lunches for the ensuing year.

CASH: 


All receipts were checked in detail and all monies re- 
ceived appeared to have been properly distributed and 
promptly deposited. 


All expenditures were made from properly authorized 
warrants, with supporting payrolls and vouchers on file. 


The cash balance was reconciled with the bank state- 
ment. 


ACCOUNTS RECEIVABLE: 


This account is made up of amounts due from the Han- 
over Cemetery Association for the years 1943, 1944 and 
1945. 


TAXES RECEIVABLE: 


The 1945 tax commitment was compared with the rec- 
ords of the Assessors and with the warrant to the Collec- 
tor. All receipts were examined, as well as the supple- 
mental taxes charged to the Collector, and the abate- 
ments were found to have been properly authorized. 


The balance due on this commitment is represented by 
unpaid taxes as detailed on Schedule A-8.

REPORT OF THE SUPERINTENDENT 
OF SCHOOLS 


To the Citizens of Hanover: 


The Town of Hanover, in common with all other mu- 
nicipalities, must expect a substantial increase in school 
costs in 1947. 


Legislation now under consideration in Augusta will 
probably result in a 20% increase in high school tuition, 
while the elementary rate is expected to advance in about 
the same proportion. The higher conveyance costs now 
in effect cannot be expected to be reduced in the near 
future, while the transportation of the eighth grade 
pupils to the Stephens High building doubtless will have 
to be continued until Bethel can make arrangements to 
solve its present situation of serious overcrowding. 


Accordingly, the School Committee recommends that 
the town appropriate and raise $2,100.00 for the 1947 
School Fund account. This budget proposal is based upon 
the following figures: 


Anticipated Expenses:

High school tuition, 700.00 
Elementary tuition, 1,150.00 
Total anticipated expense, $3,100.00

(It should be noted that this proposal would even under 
the most favorable circumstances, end the 1947 fiscal year 
with little or no favorable balance.) 


An appropriation of $55.00 is also reeommended’to con- 
tinue the present policy of paying $5.00 weekly toward 
the overhead expenses of the Kimball school hot lunch 
project. 


Certain proposals now before the Legislature would 
materially affect any proposal to reopen the Hanover 
school. The complete picture of alternative programs is 
being explored, and a report on definite costs for such 
other schemes will be available soon after the close of the 
present legislative session. 


It is a matter of common knowledge that the shortage 
of teachers and the sharp increase in all educational costs 
have become even more critical in the past few months. 
In view of all these factors, the School Committee contin- 
ues to feel that the present arrangement of schooling the 
elementary pupils at Rumford Point should continue. 


In closing, I wish to express my personal appreciation 
for the fine cooperation given most generously by all those 
connected with the Hanover school program.

REPORT OF SUPERINTENDENT OF SCHOOLS 


To the Citizens of Hanover: 


Increased tuition charges, the distribution of convey- 
ance pupils, the repairs needed before the Hanover School 
ean be reopened, the continuing teacher shortage, the debt 
and tax structure of the Town—all these, and many other 
aspects of the local educational situation, were discussed at 
length at a well-attended meeting of citizens on Thursday 
evening, January 29, 1948. 


Your School Committee has considered earefully all 
angles of the varied opinions expressed at that gathering. As 
a result the following recommendations for the coming year 
are unanimously presented : 


1. A School Building Committee should be elected or 
appointed to serve with the Superintending School Committee 
‘n recommending to the Town the future program of educa- 
tion for Hanover’s children. 


2. Special attention should be given to the placing of 
next fall’s eighth grade pupils. 


3. The present program for schooling the elementary 
pupils at Rumford Point should be continued during the 
1948-1949 school year for the grades below the eighth. 


4. The Town should appropriate and raise $3,200.00 for 
the 1948 School Fund Account. This budget proposal is based 
upon the following figures which have been revised again 
since the citizens’ meeting.

An audit has been completed of the financial accounts 
and transactions of the Town of Hanover for the municipal 
year ended February 9, 1948.

At February 9, 1948, the cash available for current ex- 
penditures amounted to $2,209.22, and was accounted for as 
follows:

A meeting of the School Building Committee, appointed 
at the 1948 Hanover Town Meeting, was held at the home 
of Frank Worcester at 7 P. M., December 12, 1948. 

Present were Selectmen Worcester, Croteau and Stearns, 
School Committee Members, Cummings, Lapham and Stearns 
and the Superintendent of Schools. 

Frank Worcester was elected Chairman of the Committee. 

Superintendent Peakes was elected Secretary. 

A thorough discussion of the Hanover School situation 
followed with all members taking part. 

It was finally voted to report to the 1949 Town Meeting 
the following recommendations as a definite program for the 
education of Hanover’s children. 

1, It is the sense of the Hanover School Building Com- 

mittee that, except for an emergency, the Hanover 
School should not be reopened on the present site. 

2. The next Town Meeting should appoint or elect a 
school building site committee to locate a more suit- 
able school site, paying due attention to proper 
drainage, adequate water supply, and ample play- 
eround space. 

8. Eventually the present building should be moved to 
the new location with provision made for proper 
heating, modern toilets and other structural alter- 
ations in accordance with the report already receiv- 
ed from the State Department of Education. At the 
same time the work should be so planned that an- 
other room ean later be added to accommodate all 
pupils and all grades in an enlarged Hanover School. 

4. The next Town Meeting should appropriate and 
raise by taxation at least $300.00 to be added to the 
School Repairs Account against the start of the pro- 
eram here outlined. 

Meeting adjourned 9:20 P. M.

The recommendations of the Hanover School Committee 
for the coming year closely refleet the action taken by the 
special Hanover School Building Committee as separately 
printed in this annual Town Report. 


As a result the following recommendations are unani- 
mously presented : 


1. The Town should appropriate and raise $4,000.00 for 
the 1949 School Fund Account. This budget proposal is based 
pon the following figures:

Because the hot lunch program at the Kimball School, 
Rumford Point was late in starting this year, no additional 
fun -s are requested for the School Lunch Account. 


3. The Town should appropriate and raise $300.00 to 
be added to the School House Repairs Account. 


4. A School Site Committee should be elected or ap- 
pointed to serve with the Superintending School Committee 
to find and recommend to the Town a more suitable location 
for Hanover’s school house. 


In closing may I express my personal appreciation for 
the excelient cooperation given most generously by everyone 
connected with the Hanover school program.

In the name of the State of Maine, you are hereby direct- 
ed to warn the inhabitants of the Town of Hanover, qualified 
by law to vote in town affairs, to meet at K. of P. Hall in said 
Town of Hanover on Monday, the seventh day of March, A.

Article 14. To see what sum of money, if any, the town 
will grant and raise for school lunches for the ensuing year. 


Article 15. To see what sum of money, if any, the town 
will grant and raise for the repair or improvement of school- 
house and school grounds for the ensuing year. 


Article 16. To see if the town will vote to elect or ap- 
point a School Site Committee to find and recommend to the 
town a more suitable location for Hanover’s schoolhouse. 


Article 17. To see what sum of money, if any, the town 
will grant and raise for school nursing under the auspices of 
the State Department of Health or make any other provision 
they deem necessary. 


Article 18. To see what sum of money, if any, the town 
will raise and appropriate for State Aid road construction 
(in addition to the amounts regularly raised for the care of 
ways, highways and bridges) under the provisions of Sec- 
tions 25 and 29, Chapter 20, R. 8. 1944, as amended. 

Article 19. To see what sum of money the town will 
grant and raise for street lights. 

Article 20. To see what sum of money, if any, the town 
will grant and raise for fire protection. 

Article 21. To see if the town will grant and raise the 
sum of $100.00 for white pine blister control work within said 
town, such money, if raised, to be matched by State and 
Federal funds. 
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Article 22. To see what sum of money, if any, ie town 
will raise for work at the cemetery. 


Article 23. To see what sum of money the town will 
grant and raise for miscellaneous expenses. 


Article 24. To see what sum of money the town will 
erant and raise for officers’ salaries for the ensuing year. 


Article 25. To see if the town will grant and raise the 
sum of $15.00 for membership in the Maine Municipal As- 
sociation. 


Article 26. To establish a method of collecting taxes 
for the ensuing year. 


Article 27. To see what sum of money, if any, the town 
will grant and raise for advertising the State of Maine under 
the auspices of the Maine Publicity Bureau. 


Article 28. To see what sum of money, if any, the town 
will vote to grant and raise to pay to the Howard’s Pond 
Campers Association for the privilege of opening the gate 
at the dam at Howard’s Pond to draw water from Howard’s 
Pond for use in time of fire or other emergency. 


Article 29. To see if the town will vote to adopt the 
following By-law relating to fireworks. 


Section 1. No person shall at any time within the limits 
of the Town of Hanover sell, keep with the intention of seil- 
ing, or giving away, discharge or set off or have in his pos- 
session for any of the foregoing purposes, any toy pistol, 
toy gun, toy cannon or cane that can be used to fire-a 
blank cartridge or any blank cartridge; any fire balloon, 
so-called, parachute or similar article carrying a lighted 
substance; any fireworks, firecrackers, torpedoes, bombs, 
paper caps, squibs, rockets, spin wheels, Roman eandles or 
other things containing any substance of an explosive na- 
‘ure designed or intended to be used as fireworks, provided, 
however, publie display of fireworks may be @iven under a 
permit to be issued by the Board of Selectmen to competent 
persons and under such supervision as the Board of Select- 
men way require. 
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Section 2. Nothing in this by-law shall be construed to 
prohibit a. duly leensed dealer or broker from selling fire- 
works to any person or organization holding a permit for 
a public pyrote. hnie display issued under the provision of 
section 1 of this by-law, or from selling fireworks at whole- 
sale to be shipped or delivered beyond the limits of the 
Town of Hanover. 

Section 3. The provisions of this by-law shall not apply 
to the sale, possession or use of ammunition, firearms, dyna- 

_ mite, flares and explosive devices for signalling purposes, 
or to blank cartridges for theatrical purposes or for signal 
purposes in athletic contests or sport events. 

Section 4. Any person, firm or corporation violating any 
provision of this by-law shall be guilty of a misdemeanor, 
and upon conviction thereof shall be subject to a fine not 
exceeding twenty ($20.) dollars for each offense. Each 
sale in violation hereof shall constitute a separate offense. 


Section 5. All fireworks, firecrackers and pyrotechnics 
of every kind and description shall, when the same are 
found and taken by virtue of.a search warrant, or found in 
the possession or under the control of any person arrested 
for the violation of the by-law, be safely kept by the direc- 
tion of the court or magistrate having cognizance of the case 
so long as may be necessary for their being used as evidence 
on any trial. Upon final judgment, all such articles shall 
be declared forfeited by the court, and ordered destroyed. 


Section 6. Any Town by-law or part thereof inconsistent 
herewith is hereby repealed. 

Section 7. If any section of this by-law, or part thereof, 
be declared invalid for any reason, it shall not.affect the 
validity of the remainder of this by-law. 


| Article 30. To see if the town will authorize the treasur- 

er, with the approval of the selectmen, to hire such sums of 
money as may be necessary, to pay town charges, in the an- 
ticipation of the collection of taxes and to issue and negotiate 
the notes of the town for the money so borrowed in an amount 
not exceeding in aggregate the total tax levy of the preceding 
year as temporary loans to be paid during the 1949 out of 
money raised during said year 1949 by taxes. 
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Article 31. To see if the town will authorize the treasur- 
er, with the approval of the selectmen, to dispose of property 
acquired by the town through the expiration of tax liens and 
to issue quitclaim deeds for the disposal of said property. 


Article 32. To transact any other business that may le- 
gally come before said meeting.

SCHOOL SITE COMMITTEE REPORT 


January 19, 1950 


A meeting of the School Site Committee, appointed at 
the 1949 Hanover Town Meeting, was held at the home of 
Antonio Croteau at 7:00 P. M. on Thursday, January 19, 
1950. 


Present were Selectmen Worcester, Stearns, and Cro- 
teau, School Committee Members, Stearns and Ferguson, and 
the Superintendent of Schools. 


Frank Worcester, as first Selectman, acted as temporary 
chairman. 


Frank Worcester was elected permanent chairman. 
Superintendent Peakes was elected Secretary. 


A thorough discussion of the Hanover School situation 
with particular emphasis upon the new regulations affecting 
school busses and the possibilities involved in reopening the 
Hanover School. 


It was voted that the Superintendent should check the 
eosts of installing safety glass and a suitable heater in Ralph 
Richardson’s bus. The superintendent was directed also to 
procure facts and figures on the cost of a new bus. 


The superintendent then presented comparative costs of 
continuing to operate on the present basis against reopening 
the Hanover School. 


It was finally voted to report to the 1950 Town Meeting 

the following recommendations: 
1. Although it is contrary to the recommendation 
made last year, it is the sense of the present Joint Com- 
mittee of Selectmen and School Committee Members that 


one room should be reopened at the Hanover School next 
September. 


2. It is proposed to house grades one, two, three, 
four and five in the reopened school, and to continue to 
transport grades six, seven and eight. It is not planned 
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to operate a junior-primary room in the Hanover build- 
ing. ) 


3. Funds should be provided at the March Town 
Meeting—by borrowing if necessary—to complete repairs 
on the present building in accordance with the report al- 
ready received from the State Department of Education. 


4. The repairs on the present building should be so 
planned that, eventually, it will be possible to add anoth- 
er room sometime in the future. 


5. This program would not require the purchase of 
a new school bus, since a ear or ears could provide the up- 
river transportation to the village school and that from 
the village to the Kimball building. 


6. Appropriate articles should be inserted in the an- 
nual warrant to bring these matters before the voters for 
a final decision. 

Meeting adjourned at 10:30 P. M.

REPORT OF SUPERINTENDENT OF SCHOOLS 


To the Citizens of Hanover: | 

The recommendations of the Hanover School Committee 
for the coming year reflect the action taken by the special 
School Site Committee as separately printed elsewhere in this 
annual Town Report. 

If the voters of the town decide to reopen the Hanover 
Village School next September, operating costs for the period 
from February 3, 1950, to February 2, 1951, will approxi- 
mate $6,500.00. Anticipated income from the State and oth- 
er sources during the same period should be about $1,400.00. 
Accordingly, your Committee recommends that the Town 
should appropriate and raise by taxation $5,100.00 for the 
1950 School Fund Account. This is an increase of $1,000.00 
over the 1949 School Fund. 


It is also recommended that $60.00 should be appropriat- 
ed and raised for the 1950 School Lunch Account. Nothing 
was appropriated here last year. 

Before the school ean be reopened certain repairs and 
changes in accommodations must be made in accordance with 
instructions already received from the State Department of 
Edueation. Even on a minimum basis it is estimated that these 
costs may reach $2,000.00. To do a thorough renovation job 
would cost considerably more. 


The Town now has $1,158.61 set aside for school repairs. 
It would seem, therefore, that the voters must appropriate at 
least another $1,000.00 before the school can be placed in op- 
eration. An extremely important decision will be involved in 
voting whether this sum is to be raised through current taxa- 
tion or whether part or all of it is to be raised through the is- 
suance of the Town’s notes against future tax commitments. It 
is hoped that the matter may be thoroughly debated and all 
angles discussed in detail. 

As your superintendent I will do my best to carry out 
the wishes of the voters in respect to the Hanover school. 
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My personal thanks go to all those who have given such 


excellent cooperation in local school problems.

TOWN OF HANOVER, MAINE 


BY-LAWS OF THE HANOVER CEMETERY 


(As adopted at the annual town meeting of the Town of 
Hanover, March 3, 1947, under the authority of Section 18 of 
Chapter 54 of the Revised Statutes.) 


Article I—Title 


The Cemetery shall be known as the Hanover Cemetery. 


Article II—Officers and Duties 


Section I. Cemetery Committee. The affairs of said Ceme.- 
tery shall be managed, in accordance with the laws of the 
state and by by-laws adopted by the town, by a committee, to 
be known as the Cemetery Committee, composed of three duly 
qualified voters of the Town, appointed as follows: 


On or before the first of May following the adoption of 
these by-laws the selectmen of the Town shall appoint one 
member of said committee to serve for one year, one for two 
years, and one for three years. Thereafter, one member shali 
be chosen annually on or before the first of May by the select- 
men, to serve for three years. 


Section 2. Chairman. The member appointed for one year 
shall serve as Chairman of the Committee the first year, and 
the member appointed for two years as Chairman the second 
year, and thereafter the senior member on the Committee in 
point of service, not including any previous terms served by 
the members thereof, shall be the Chairman. 


Section 3. Secretary. The Committee shall annually 
choose one of their number, other than the chairman, to serve 
as Secretary, whose duty it shall be to keep a record of the 
meetings of the Committee and attend to its correspondence. 
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Section 4. Quorum. Two members of said Committee will 
constitute a quorum, and the vote or action of a majority of 
said Committee shall be legal and binding. 


Section 5. Vacancies. Any vacaney on the Committee by 
reason of death, resignation, or removal from the Town of 
Hanover shall be filled forthwith by appointment by the se- 
lectmen for the unexpired term of the member whose death, 
resignation, or removal occasioned such vacancy. 


Section 6. Term. Each member of said Committee shall 
serve until his suecessor is appointed. 


Section 7. Sexton. The Sexton shall be appointed by the 
selectmen of the Town of Hanover on or before May first of 
each year and shall serve until May first of the following year, 
or until his successor is appointed. 


Article I1I—Cemetery Lots 


Section 1. The sale of lots in the cemetery shall be under 
the direction of the Cemetery Committee. 


Section 2. The price of lots in the cemetery shall be 
twenty dollars ($20.00) to residents of the Town of Hanover 
and fifty dollars ($50.00) to persons who are not residents of 
the Town of Hanover, as established by the Town of Hanover 
at the annual meeting in March, 1928. 


Section 3. The deed to the lots sold in the cemetery shall 
be signed by the Treasurer of the Town of Hanover on behalf 
of the Inhabitants of the Town of Hanover. 


Section 4. It shall be a condition of the deed to the lots 
in the so-called new part of the cemetery that the monument 
shall be placed in the center of the lot and facing the high- 
way. 


Section 5. It shall be a condition of the deed to the lots 
in the so-called new part of the cemetery that no lot shall be 
eraded above the level of other lots in the said new part of 
the cemetery, as established by vote of the Town at a special 
meeting, August 12, 1937. 
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Section 6, All money received for the sale of lots at the 
cemetery shall be added to the cemetery trust fund. 


Article IV—Cemetery Trust Fund 


Section 1. The Cemetery Trust Fund shall be in the eus- 
tody of the Treasurer of the Town of Hanover. 


Section 2. The investment of the Cemetery Trust Fund 
shall be handled by the Cemetery Committee in accordance 
with Section 106 of Chapter 80 of Revised Statutes. 


Section 3. The Cemetery Trust Fund shall consist of mon- 
ey received from the sale of cemetery lots together with money 
already donated or to be donated in the future for the care 
and maintenance of the cemetery or certain described lots in 
the cemetery. 


Section 4. The Cemetery Trust Fund shall be perpetually 
held in trust and only the income from said trust fund shall 
be used in the manner described in the various bequests. 


Section 5. Any person contributing one hundred dollais 
($100.00) or more, shall have perpetual care given to the lot 
which he shall designate at the time of the bequest. If the in- 
come derived is not sufficient to properly care for the lot it 
shall be expended as far as it will go. If the income derived is 
more than sufficient to properly care for the lot the balance 
shall be used at the discretion of the Cemetery Committee. 


Article V—Cemetery Trust Fund Income 


Section 1. The income from the Cemetery Trust Fund 
shall be expended under the direction of the Cemetery Com- 
mittee 

Section 2. After the lots requiring perpetual care have 
been maintained, the balance of the Trust Fund Income shall 
be expended for maintenance or improvement or be allowed 
to accumulate at the discretion of the Cemetery Committee. 


Article VI—Payment of Bills 


Section 1. The payment of all accounts from the Ceme- 
tery Trust Fund Income, money raised by the Town of Hano- 
ver for the maintenance and for improvements at the ceme- 
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tery, and the interest on cemetery funds left in trust to the 
Town of Hanover, shall be made by the Treasurer of the Town 
of Hanover when presented a Warrant signed by a majority 
of the Board of Selectmen. 


Section 2. The Selectmen shall issue no Warrants on the 
Treasurer of the Town of Hanover for payment of bills at 
the cemetery until they have received an order for the pay- 
ment of said bills signed by a majority of the Cemetery Com- 
mittee. 


Article VII—Money Raised by the Town 


All monies for maintenance or improvement at the ceme- 
tery raised by the Town of Hanover shall be expended under 
the direction of the Cemetery Committee. 


Article VIII—Funds Held in Trust by the Town 


The expenditure of the income derived from funds held 
in trust by the Town of Hanover for the maintenance and 
eare of certain specified lots in the cemetery shall be expended 
under the direction of the cemetery committee. 


REPORT OF TOWN FOREST FIRE WARDEN 


May your attention be called to the following summary 
of Forest Fire Prevention and Control Laws Passed in 1949. 


Forest Fire Prevention and Control in Organized Towns. 
The purpose of the laws which became effective on August 6, 
1949 was to place forest fire control under the Forestry De- 
partment for the entire state. It provides an unbroken chain 
of command from the town forest fire warden to the forest 
commissioner. A maximum of responsibility and authority re- 
mains with each local community but state authority is pro- 
vided whenever the town system breaks down. 


The town forest fire warden is appointed by the forest 
commissioner with the approval of the local town officials for 
a three year term. He may be any citizen of the town and 
is often the fire chief as well as town forest fire warden. He 
is responsible for taking immediate charge to control and 
extinguish forest fires within his town. ‘‘The management of 
town forest fires shall be the responsibility of the town forest 
fire warden until in the judgment of a state forest fire warden 
the situation makes it advisable for him to to take over.”’ 
Final authority and responsibility on forest fires shall be that 
of the state forest fire warden. This makes it necessary that 
the state warden be advised by the town forest fire warden 
of each fire in his town as soon as it is discovered. This is an 
important link in the chain of command from the town forest 
fire warden to the state warden. If the state warden at the 
scene of the fire is unable to handle the situation, he requests 
further aid from his immediate superior. 
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The Forestry Department shall be the coordinating agen- 
ey whenever or wherever a major forest fire occurs or threat- 
ens. 


Aid to Towns. ‘Towns, cities, or plantations must pay 
the costs of controlling and extinguishing forest fires up to 
an amount equal to 2% of the town tax valuation. The state 
will reimburse the town for 14 these costs. All forest fire 
suppression costs above this amount shall be paid by the 
state. Requests for 14 state reimbursement must be present- 
ed to the forest commissioner within 60 days after total ex- 
tinguishment of the fire or become void. 


Slash and Brush Disposal. The responsibility for slash 
or brush disposal rests entirely on whoever ‘‘cuts, causes or 
permits to cut’’ forest growth. Such slash or brush must be 
moved back 50 feet from the shoulder or pavement of any 
public highway or road and 25 feet from utility right of 
ways. On complaint, if a real fire hazard exists, slash and 
brush must be removed 25 feet from forest growth of an ad- 
joining land owner and 100 feet from dwellings. 


All slash and brush shall be removed the required dis- 
tance within 30 days after cutting, or 30 days after being 
notified to remove it. A violator of this section is liable to a 
fine of $100 or 380 days imprisonment, or both. He is liable 
to the same fine and imprisonment every 30 days following 
his violation until the slash and brush is cleared back the 
required distance. . 


Another section of the same act requires that slash and 
brush resulting from the construction and maintenance of 
highways and utility right of ways shall be removed from 
these areas by burning or hauling away. Burning must com- 
ply with that section of the law covering burning permits 
which follows: 7 


Burning Permits. It is unlawful for any person to kin- 
dle a fire for purposes of clearing land or burning logs or 
stumps, roots, brush, slash, fields of dry grass, pasture, and 
blueberry land except when the ground is covered with snow, 
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without first obtaining a written permit. Permits are issued 
by the town forest fire wardens. A permit is necessary for 
any person to burn, even on his own land. A burning permit 
does not relieve the person of legal responsibility if the fire 
is allowed to escape or causes damage to property of another. 


Town or Private Dumps. Any dump established and 
maintained for disposal of rubbish or debris of any nature 
which might help start or spread a forest fire shall obesrve the 
following prevention measures: A cleared strip 10 feet wide 
to mineral soil on all sides of the dump; a 100 foot strip out- 
side this mineral soil area where inflammable material such 
as grass, weeds, brush and slash must be removed. Dead trees 
and limbs of evergreen trees up to a height of 10 feet from 
the ground shall also be removed from this 100 foot strip. 
Dumps with a large, constant, supply of water nearby may be 
exempted from these provisions by the town and State forest 
fire wardens if they believe the water supply is sufficient for 
protection purposes. 


Portable Sawmills. A sawmill which uses wood products 
in log or bolt form and has been on its present location less 
than one year is a portable sawmill. This mill must pay a 
$25.00 license fee before it starts operations. The license ex- 
pires one year from date of issue and the mill may be re- 
moved any number of times within the year without addi- 
tional cost. However, applications for changes of location 
must be made to the forest commissioner. If still on the same 
site one year after the license was issued, a new license is not 
necessary until the mill moves. Mills must comply with the 
slash law and comply with the following fire prevention mea- 
sures: Slash shall be removed a distance of 50 feet in all di- 
rections from the mill, sawdust pile, and incinerator; dead 
trees and branches of evergreen trees up to 10 feet in height 
must be removed from this area; the sawdust pile area must 
be cleared of all trees and not less than 25 feet from an in- 
cinerator; the sawdust pile shall be reasonably free of slabs 
and edgines; a forest fire tool cache shall be maintained in 
good condition within 50 feet of the mill. 
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Yearly Timber Cut Report. All owners or operators of 
sawmills using wood products in log or bolt form, whether 
stationary or portable, shall render an annual report to the 
forest commissioner during the month of January of each 
vear of the amount of softwoods and hardwoods sawed within 
the state during the preceding calendar year.

WARRANT FOR ANNUAL TOWN MEETING 


Oxford, SS Town of Hanover 


To Una Stearns, Constable in the Town of Hanover in the 
County of Oxford and State of Maine, Greetings: 


In the name of the State of Maine, you are hereby direct- 
ed to warn the inhabitants of the Town of Hanover, qualified 
by law to vote in town affairs, to meet at K. of P. Hall in said 
Town of Hanover on Monday, the sixth day of March, A. D.

To see what sum of money the town wiil 
grant and raise for the support of schools, including teachers’ 
wages, fuel janitor services, hghts, conveyance, tuition, text- 
books and school supplies. 


Article 14. To see what sum of money, if any, the town 
will grant for the repair or improvement of the schoolhouse 
and school grounds for the ensuing year and how the same 
will be raised. 


Article 15. To see if the town will vote to elect or ap- 
point a school building repair committee to supervise school- 
_ house repairs. 


Article 16. To see what sum of money, if any, the town 
will grant for school conveyance purposes and how the same 
will be raised. 


Article 17. To see if the town will grant and raise the 
sum of $12.00 interest on the permanent school fund. 


To see what sum of money, if any, the town 
will grant and raise for school lunches for the ensuing year. 


Article 19. To see what sum of money, if any, the town 
will grant and raise for school nursing under the auspices of 
the State Department of Health or make any other provision 
they deem necessary. 


To see what sum of money, if any, the town 
will raise and appropriate for State Aid road construction 
(in addition to the amounts regularly raised for the care of 
ways, highways and bridges) under the provisions of Sec- 
tions 25 and 29, Chapter 20. R. 8. 1944, as amended. 
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Article 21. To see what sum of money the town will 
erant and raise for street lghts. 


Article 22. ‘To see what sum of money, if any, the town 
will grant and raise for fire protection. 


Article 23. To see if the town will vote to appropriate 
the sum of $100.00 to cooperate with the Maine Forest Service 
and the Federal Government in the control of the White Pine 
Blister Rust in accordance with Revised Statutes, Chap. 32, 
See. 54. 


Article 24. To see what sum of money, if any, the town 
will grant and raise for the Cemetery Town account. 


Article 25. To see what sum of money the town wil! 
erant and raise for miscellaneous expenses.

Article 29.- To see whether or not the town will vote to 
raise and appropriate the sum of Twenty-Five Dollars 
($25.00) to be paid to the State of Maine Publicity Bureau 
to be expended and used for advertising the natural resources, 
advantages and attractions of the State of Maine in accord- 
ance with the provisions of Chapter 80, Section 95, of the Re- 
vised Statutes of Maine. 


Article 30. To see what sum of money, if any, the town 
will grant and raise for Town Dump maintenance. 


Article 31. To see if the town will authorize the trea- 
surer with the approval of the selectmen, to hire such sums 
of money as may be necessary, to pay town charges, in the 
anticipation of the collection of taxes and to issue and nego- 
tiate the notes of the town for the money so borrowed in an 
amount not exceeding in aggregate the total tax levy for the 
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preceding year as temporary loans to be paid during the year 
1950 out of money raised during said year 1950 by taxes. 


Article 32. To see if the town will authorize the trea- 
surer, with the approval of the selectmen, to dispose of prop. 
erty acquired by the town through the expiration of tax lens 
and to issue quitelaim deeds for the disposal of said property. 

Article 33. To transact any other business that may le- 
oally come before said meeting.
